1. James Harlan Taylor, Comptroller, has been selected to receive 
the Arthur S. Flemming Award in recognition of his outstanding admin- 
istrative accomplishments. Mr. Taylor is the first Agency nominee to 
receive this honor. The Flemming Award is presented annually to honor 
young men and women who have performed outstanding and meritorious work 
for the Federal Government, to attract outstanding persons to the Federal 
service, to encourage high standards of performance in the Federal 
Government, and to enhance appreciation of our form of government and 
the opportunities and responsibilities that it presents.

Examiner. In 1973 during an Agency reorganization, he was selected as 
Deputy Director of Planning, Programming, and Budgeting (the predecessor 
to the Office of the Comptroller). His prior experiences on Capitol 
Hill, at the Department of State as a Foreign Service Officer, at the 
Office of Management and Budget as the Assistant Budget Examiner for the 
Office of Economic Opportunity, and later as Budget Examiner for CIA 
made him the prime candidate to begin streamlining the resource manage- 
ment process required to support the Agency as its diverse activities 
came under increasing scrutiny by Congress, the press, and the public. 

A major responsibility during this period was responding to ever- 
increasing requests for resource information from newly formed Congres- 
sional oversight committees as well as on-site House Appropriations 
Surveys and Investigations Teams. 

3. Mr. Taylor was selected to become the Agency's Comptroller in 
1976, and over and above the traditional functions of that position, 
became the senior staff advisor to the Deputy Director of Central Intelli- 
gence. He was also selected to serve ?s the Vice Chairman and Secretary 
to the Executive Advisory Group and devoted a majority of his time 
supporting the Director on the Intelligence Community reorganization 
issue.

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FEDERAL EMPLOYMENT HISTORY 


In 1962 Mr. Taylor began his Government career at the hub 
of the Federal process — Capitol Hill. His first-hand experience 
of the legislative function in the Office of- Congressman Corman 
served him well in future assignments. (1 year) 

In 1963 Mr. Taylor added still another important dimension 
to his catalog of experience by joining the State Department as 
a Foreign Service Officer. His appetite for resource management 
was whetted by his participation in the project development of 
an experimental resource/programming system for use in U.S. Embassies 
overseas. After a short time as Special Assistant to the Assistant 
Secretary for Latin America Affairs, Mr. Taylor was assigned to 
help install an experimental country programming system in our 
Embassy in Caracas, Venezuela. He served in the Embassy's political 
section until 1967 when he left the Foreign Service. (4 years) 

In 1967 Mr. Taylor joined the Office of Management and Budget 
as Assistant Budget Examiner for the Office of Economic Opportunity 
(EEO). One year later he became the Budget Examiner for EEO. In 
January 1970 he assumed his duties as the Budget Examiner for 
CIA. His responsibilities at 0MB involved preparation of budgetary, 
organizational, legislative, and other recommendations for Director 
of OMB's approval and submission to the President. (4+ years) 

In March 1973, when the CIA was being reorganized under James 
Schlesinger, Mr. Taylor was recruited as Deputy Director of Planning, 
Programming, and Budgeting (the predecessor to the Office of the 
Comptroller ) . Mr. Taylor's previous experience as a Foreign Service 
Officer and as the Office of Management and Budget's CIA Budget 
Examiner coupled with his budgetary expertise made him the prime 
candidate to begin the streamlining of the resource management 
process required to support the Agency as its diverse activities, 
both past and present, came under increasing public scrutiny. 

As Deputy Director of Planning, Programming, and Budgeting, 

Mr. Taylor quickly assumed the major responsibility for all aspects 
of Agency resource management. New to CIA and 34 years old, he 
supervised a staff (32 people) of experienced Agency intelligence 
officers and began the process of revitalizing the program/budget 
process. His major responsibilities included producing the Agency's 
OMB and Congressional Budgets, preparing the Director for a growing 
number of Congressional briefings, monitoring the execution of 
the approved program and providing staff support to top Agency 
officials on a variety of management and substantive issues. 

(3+ years) 
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COMMUNITY INVOLVEMENT 


Mr. Taylor is a member of a group of individuals who 
bought and renovated a section of old homes on Capitol Hill. 
Formerly a depressed area, it is now an attractive, well- 
kept neighborhood. Mr. Taylor did the majority of the 
very time-consuming renovation work on one house personally 
and worked with others in the overall planning for the 
neighborhood.

Mr. Taylor received a letter of appreciation from President 
Nixon for his participation in the Schlesinger Study of the Intelligence 
Comnunity. 

He also received a commendation from CIA Director George Bush 
for his contributions to Intelligence Community reorganization studies. 
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
